Romney Flaunts New Pugnacity 


Presidential hopeful 
dramatieally shifts 
gears during debate

An assertive Mitt Romney has 
emerged in the GOP presiden- 
tial race. 

For months the former Massa- 
chusetts governor has shown little 
willingness to assail his Republi- 
can competitors, staying above the 
fray and focusing all of his criti- 
cism on President Obama. But in 
one night, Romney became the 
most prominent aggressor in a 
growing effort by the GOP field 
to derail front-runner Rick Perry. 
And in in doing so, Romney may 
have started to ease concern with- 
in the GOP establishment over the 
strength of his candidacy. 

“Those doubts were erased,” 
Steve Duprey, a Republican Nation- 
al Committee member from New 
Hampshire who is unaligned in 
the race, said Tuesday, a day after 
a Republican presidential debate in 
Tampa, Fla., where Romney tested 
out his on-the-attack approach. “In

a dominant fashion, he showed he 
could take and fend off Governor 
Perry’s blows and at the same time 
deliver sound, hard-hitting policy 
criticisms of Governor Perry. After 
that debate, Romney looked strong.

It’s the beginning of a new phase 
in Romney’s campaign; aides say the 
time has come to contrast Romnej^s 
record with those of his opponents 
and they expect Romney will keep 
the pressure on Perry. Criticism on 
issues like immigration. Social Secu- 
rity and jobs is expected. 

The shift reflects a growing 
sense of urgency in Romney’s cam- 
paign and others that Perry must 
be knocked down before he runs 
away with the nomination. 

But it’s unclear whether Rom- 
ney’s shift will resonate with vot- 
ers. Perry has led in several recent 
national polls, most recently earn- 
ing 30 percent to Romney’s 18 per- 
cent in a CNN survey. National poll- 
ing, however, is far less significant 
than voter sentiment in the early 
voting states like Iowa, New Hamp- 
shire, and South Carolina, which 
will help shape the race early next

Worldwide, stroke and heart-related diseases account for nearly half of 
all noninfectious disease deaths— 17 million in 2008 alone, the World Health 
Organization says. Next is cancer (7.6 million deaths), followed by respiratory 
diseases such as emphysema (4.2 million). Diabetes caused 1.3 million deaths in 
2008, but that’s misleading — most diabetics die of cardiovascular causes. For 
the meeting next week, the U.N. chose to focus on cancer, diabetes, and heart 
and lung disease, and their common risk factors: tobacco use, alcohol abuse, un-

What’s killing us? For decades, 
global health leaders have focused 
on diseases that can spread — 
AIDS, tuberculosis, new flu bugs. 
They pushed for vaccines, better 
treatments and other ways to con- 
trol germs that were only a plane 
ride away from seeding outbreaks 
anywhere in the world. 

Now they are turning to a new 
set of culprits causing what United 
Nations Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon calls “a public health emer- 
gency in slow motion.” This time, 
germs aren’t the target: we are, 
along with our bad habits such as 
smoking, overeating and exercis- 
ing too little. 

Next week, the U.N. General 


Assembly will hold its first sum- 
mit on chronic diseases — can- 
cer, diabetes, and heart and lung 
disease. Those account for nearly 
two -thirds of deaths worldwide, 
or about 36 million, according to 
the World Health Organization, 
which released a global score- 
card on the prevention of chron- 
ic illnesses Tuesday. In the Unit- 
ed States, they kill nearly nine out 
of 10 people. They have common 
risk factors, such as smoking and 
sedentary lifestyles, and many are 


preventable. 

Advocates maybe struggling to 
make a difference at the U.N., too. 
With the global economy in turmoil, 
finding money to meet any goals 
could be an even bigger hurdle. 

“The timing is difficult with 
the economy the way it is, but it 
should not prevent us from set- 
ting goals,” said Dr. Sidney Smith, 
who heads the World Heart Fed- 
eration. “Many of the things 
we’re proposing cost very little.”

Group wants texting, 
talking on cell while 
driving prohibited 

Louisville, Ky. 

Truckers and other commercial 
drivers should be banned from 
talking on the phone and texting 
when they are behind the wheel, a 
federal safety agency recommend- 
ed Tuesday. 

The National Transportation 
Safety Board endorsed the ban dur- 
ing a hearing in Washington after 
ruling that a truck driver on his 
phone caused a crash that killed 
11 people on a Kentucky interstate 
in 2010. The board said the ban 
should include the use of hands- 
free devices. 

Kenneth Laymon, 45, of Jasper 
had just made a one-second call 
at the time of the March 26, 2010, 
crash on Interstate 65 near Mun- 


Meanwhile ... 

Strong driver's license laws have 
led to fewer fatal crashes among 
16-year-olds but with a disturbing 
side effect — more fatal accidents 
among 18-year-olds, a nationwide 
study in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association found. Many 
states require young drivers to get 
extensive experience. But in most 
states, those laws apply only to those 
youngerthan 18. The new study sug- 
gests some teens are waiting to get a 
license until they turn 18 — meaning 
they have little experience and high- 
er odds for a deadly crash, (ap) 


fordville, Ky., the board said. 

NTSB Chairman Deborah Hers- 
man said similar recommenda- 
tions about phone use have already 
been made in aviation and for ship 
operators. 

“It may not be something that’s 


widely embraced. This is not going 
to be popular. But we’re not here to 
be popular. We’re here to do what 
needs to be done,” Hersman said. 

Investigator David Rayburn 
said Laymon panicked and hit the 
brakes but didn’t try to steer his 
tractor-trailer out of the median. 
The 3 8 -ton truck drove into the 
oncoming lanes and smashed head- 
on into a van carrying a group of 
Mennonites to a wedding. 

Laymon and 10 people in the 
van were killed in the fiery crash. 
Two young children in safety seats 
were the only survivors. 

The NTSB doesn’t have the 
power to ban cell calls and tex- 
ting. It sent its recommendation 
to the Federal Motor Carrier Safe- 
ty Administration and all 50 states 
for action. Kentucky is among the 
34 states that have barred texting 
for all drivers, but it doesn’t outlaw 
cell phone calls behind the wheel.

Wave of attacks call 
Afghans’ security 
efforts into question 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

Teams of insurgents firing rocket- 
propelled grenades and automatic 
weapons struck at the U.S. Embas- 
sy, NATO headquarters and other 
buildings in the heart of the Afghan 
capital Tuesday, raising fresh 
doubts about the Afghans’ ability 
to secure their nation as coalition 
troops begin to withdraw. 

The militants’ seeming ability 
to strike at will in the most heavily 
defended part of Kabul suggested 
that they may have had help from 
rogue elements in the Afghan secu- 
rity forces. The attacks also coin- 
cided with suicide bombings else- 
where in the capital, the first time 
insurgents have organized such a 
complex assault against targets in 
separate parts of the city. 

Though the daylight attack 
resulted in relatively few casual- 
ties — seven Afghans were killed 
and 15 were wounded — it sent for- 
eigners dashing for cover and ter- 


rified the city well into the night. 
No embassy or NATO staff mem- 
bers were hurt.

Iran Set to Release U.S. Hikers 


Tehran, Iran 

An Iranian court Tuesday set bail 
of $500,000 each for two Ameri- 
can men arrested more than two 
years ago and convicted on spy- 
related charges, clearing the way 
for their release a year after a sim- 
ilar bail-for-freedom arrangement 
for the third member of the group, 
their defense attorney said. 

Lawyer Masoud Shafiei said the 
court would begin the process to 
free Shane Bauer and Josh Fattal 
after payment of the bail, which 
must be arranged through third 
parties because of U.S. economic 
sanctions on Iran. But the timing 
of the court’s decision is similar 
to last year’s deal mediated by the 
Gulf state of Oman, which freed 


Backstory 

Three Americans — Shane Bauer, 
Josh Fattal and Sarah Shourd — 
were arrested in July 2009 along 
the Iran-lraq border and accused by 
Iran of espionage. The trio have de- 
nied the charges. Last month, Bauer 
and Fattal, both 29, were sentenced 
to three years each for illegal en- 
try into Iran and five years each for 
spying. They appealed the verdicts. 
Shourd’s case remains open, though 
she was freed on bail last year, (ap)

Shafiei said he has passed along 
details of the court’s decision to the 
Swiss Embassy, which represent 
U.S. interests in Iran since there 


are no diplomatic relations between 
Tehran and Washington. 

Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad, in an interview aired 
on NBC’s “Today” show, predicted 
the Americans could be freed “in a 
couple of days” and called the bail 
offer a “humanitarian gesture.” 

In Washington, U.S. Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton said 
the United States was “encouraged” 
by Ahmadinejad’s comments. 

Iran may have timed the 
court decision to coincide with 
Ahmadinejad’s visit this month to 
New York for the general assem- 
bly of the United Nations. Last

Poverty’s Anguish Spreads 


Census data show 
a record number of 
Americans struggle 
in a flat economy 

Washington 

The ranks of the nation’s poor have 
swelled to a record 46.2 million — near- 
ly 1 in 6 Americans — as the prolonged 
pain of the recession leaves millions 
still struggling and out of work. And 
the number without health insurance 
has reached 49.9 million, the most in 
over two decades. 

The figures are in a Census Bureau 
report, released Tuesday, that offers 
a somber snapshot of the economic 
well-being of U.S. households for 2010, 
when joblessness hovered above 9 per- 
cent for a second year. The rate is still 

9.1 percent heading into an election 
year that’s sure to focus on the econ- 
omy and President Obama’s steward- 
ship of it. 

The overall poverty rate climbed to 

15.1 percent in 2010, from 14.3 percent 
the previous year, and the rate from 
2007-2010 rose faster than for any sim- 
ilar period since the early 1980s, when 
a crippling energy crisis amid govern- 
ment cutbacks contributed to inflation, 
spiraling interest rates and unemploy- 
ment. For last year, the official poverty 
level was an annual income of $22,314 
for a family of four. 

The poor include Nekisha Brooks, 
28, of Fort Washington, Md., who lost 
her job as a customer service represen- 
tative for AT&T several months ago in a 
round of layoffs. Raising five children, 
she is on food stamps and partly lean- 
ing on friends and family for help. 

“It’s hard on the kids,” Brooks said, 
describing how her family has had to 
cut back on clothing and restaurant 
outings. “I’ve been putting in job appli- 
cations every day and calling around, 
from housekeeping to customer ser- 
vice to admin or waitresses, but nobody 
seems to be hiring right now.”

tioned that the worst may be yet to 
come, citing continued rising demand 
for food stamps this year as well as 
“staggeringly high” numbers in those 
unemployed for more than 26 weeks. He 
noted that more than 6 million people 
are in the category of long-term unem- 
ployed and more likely to fall into pov- 
erty, accounting for more than two out 
of five currently out of work. 

The latest numbers, which cover 
Obama’s second year in office, offer 
political fodder for both parties as 
Obama seeks to push a new $447 bil- 
lion plan for creating jobs and stimu- 
lating the economy. The plan includes 
a proposed Social Security payroll tax 
cut and an extension of unemploy- 
ment benefits. 


Obama is urging Congress to pay for 
the new spending largely by increasing 
taxes on the wealthy, which Republi- 
cans have emphatically rejected. 

On Tuesday, the Census Bureau 
noted the impact of government safe- 
ty-net programs on the poor. It estimat- 
ed that new unemployment benefits 
passed in 2009 — which gave workers 
up to 99 weeks of payments after lay- 
offs, and didn’t run out for most people 
until this year — lifted 3.2 million above 
the poverty line. Social Security kept 
about 20.3 million — seniors as well as 
working-age adults receiving disabili- 
ty payments — out of poverty. 

“If these programs are cut back in 
the future, poverty rates are likely to 
rise even more,” Meyer said, (ap) 


Other Findings 

The poverty rate in the U.S. rose among 
all racial and ethnic groups, except 
Asians, the Census Bureau declared in 
a report released Tuesday: 

» The share of Hispanics in poverty 
increased from 25.3 percent to 26.6 
percent; for blacks, it rose from 25.8 
percent to 27.4 percent; and for whites, it 
rose from 9.4 percent to 9.9 percent. It 
remained flat at 12.1 percent for Asians. 
» Child poverty rose from 20.7 percent 
to 22 percent. 

» Poverty among people 65 and older 
remained unchanged at 9 percent, after 
hitting a record low of 8.9 percent in 
2009. (AP)

More passengers wiLL 
add money to fare

Metro 

There will be more riders test- 
ing Metro’s new way to upload 
money to SmarTrip electronic 
fare cards. 

The transit agency launched a 
pilot program in July for riders to 
test the system to add money using 
credit and debt cards online. Metro 
is extending the pilot so that more 
riders can experience the program 
and so that the agency can grad- 
ually ramp up the system before 


it launches later this month, chief 
spokesman Dan Stessel said. 

The test program has gone from 
having 250 participants in June 
to a total of 150,000 this week, 
Metro said. 

The new system is meant to 
make it “more convenient” for 
riders to manage the balances on 
their cards and avoid lines at fare 
gates and machines, according to 
a promotion of Metro’s pilot pro- 
gram. 

The transit agency is running 
a competition to hire a vendor to 
develop a new electronic payment 
system. 

Metro has put out a request for 
proposals for a vendor to build a 


program that would use an “open 
payment system” so that riders 
could use credit or bank cards 
directly at fare gates. The techni- 
cal proposals are due at the end of 
the month. 

Several vendors responded to 
the request for proposals including. 


ACS, Accenture, CSC, Cubic, FIS, 
IBM and Revere Group, accord- 
ing to Metro. The transit author- 
ity plans to award the contract 
in the first quarter of 2012 and 
phase in the new program from 
2014 to 2017. 

Officials hope the new system 


would work with other open pay- 
ment methods used in surround- 
ing jurisdictions, including Vir- 
ginia Rail Express (VRE), the City 
of Alexandria’s DASH bus service, 
Arlington County Transit (ART), 
TheBus in Prince George’s Coun- 
ty and Ride On buses in Montgom- 
ery County. 

The SmarTrip electronic fare 
payment cards have been plagued 
by troubles, with some riders com- 
plaining that they stop working or 
don’t work well in adding passes 
for bus trips. 

“SmarTrip is 12 years old,” Stes- 
sel said. “It was state of the art 
when it was introduced. It is still 
better than many transit systems, 
but many transit agencies are mov- 
ing to open payment because it is 
more convenient for customers.”

University Battlefield 


Veterans on G.I. Bill 
are having trouble 
handling campus life 

Arnold, Md. 

As new students thronged on Anne 
Arundel Community College on 
the first day of the semester, some 
trickled into a tiny office with a big 
American flag on the wall. They 
wanted to know when their prom- 
ised government would aid arrive, 
how they would for pay for books 
and housing, and why their reim- 
bursements were short or late. 

They were part of a wave of 
hundreds of thousands of stu- 
dents with unique concerns land- 
ing in U.S. colleges: military vet- 
erans aided by an expanded G.I. 
Bill. Like Roger Parker, many crave 
more help on campus navigating 


the bureaucracy of government 
and higher education. 

“I did everything my coun- 
try asked of me,” Parker, 51, said. 
He did three tours in Iraq, two 
in Afghanistan and one in Bos- 
nia, and he is using the G.I. Bill 
to study health, fitness and nutri- 
tion at the Anne Arundel campus 
in Arnold.

But Parker also carries around a 
bill he received from the college for 


the difference between the cost of 
his courses and what the Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs paid out. 
The unexplained shortfall: $6. The 
sum isn’t what bothers him, he said. 
It’s the principle. 

The federal government doesn’t 
require universities to hire veter- 
an coordinators, but the issue is 
drawing federal attention. 

Col. David Sutherland, special 
assistant to the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and director of 
the Office of Warrior and Family 
Support at the Pentagon, has been 
visiting campuses and advocating 
for veterans to receive more servic- 
es. “What I’ve found is that when 
the veterans feel connected to the 
institution, they thrive,” Sutherland 
said. “When they’re at a universi- 
ty that thinks they will do fine [on 
their own], they don’t seem to do as

Saving September 

Fast-rising Rays 
inject suspense 
into the otherwise 
dull pennant races

A Closer Look at the Races 


By surging back into a pennant race 
they seemed to have vacated months 
ago, the Tampa Bay Rays have done 
more than merely awaken that small 
segment of their fan base that still 
acknowledges their existence this 
time of year, or put a Bucky Dent- 
sized scare into the swooning Bos- 
ton Red Sox. They have also saved 
September, baseball’s most impor- 
tant regular-season month, from a 
fate of irrelevancy amid the NFL’s 
grandiose return. 

Until the Rays swept the Red 
Sox over the weekend in St. Peters- 
burg, Fla., closing to within 3 
games of the Red Sox’s lead in the 
American League wild card race 

— another win Monday night in 
Baltimore, while the Red Sox were 
idle, reduced the Rays’ deficit by 
another half-game — baseball was 
facing its worst late-season night- 
mare: a stretch drive nearly devoid 
of pennant-race drama. 

But suddenly, with just over two 
weeks left in the season, there is 
drama all over the place. 

The Red Sox’s untimely collapse 

— they entered Tuesday’s game 
against Toronto having lost five- 
straight and 10 of their last 13 — 
has put them, and the Rays, with- 
in range of history. The Rays were 
9 Vi games out of a playoff spot on 
Sept. 1; no team has ever made the 
playoffs after being more than 7 Vi 
games out in September. And no 
team has ever blown a lead that

A lockout-shortened 
preseason apparently 
didn’t hurt offenses

It turns out that NFL quarter- 
backs didn’t need an offseason’s- 
worth of practices, after all, to work 
on their timing with receivers or 
fine-tune the precision of the pass- 
ing game. 

Tom Brady’s career-best, 
517-yard passing performance Mon- 
day night for the New England 
Patriots at Miami was the high- 
light of an opening weekend when 
nearly half the National Football 
League’s starting quarterbacks sur- 
passed 300 yards passing. 

Three other quarterbacks— 
Carolina’s Cam Newton, Drew 
Brees of New Orleans and Miami’s 
Chad Henne — topped 400 passing 
yards. Another 10 passers threw 
for more than 300 yards. Togeth- 
er, the 14 of them set a record for 
any week of an NFL season, not 
merely an opening weekend, as 
did the 7,842 net passing yards 
league-wide. 

It was not exactiy what had been 
expected after an offseason with- 
out minicamps or organized team 
activities, thanks to the NFL lock- 
out, and it might have been a pre- 
view of another season of record- 


setting offensive exploits. 

“I’m definitely surprised,” said 
former NFL quarterback Tim Has- 
selbeck, now an analyst for ESPN. 
“I’d talked to a bunch of quarter- 
backs and the 5 A’d all said, ‘It’s going 
to be brutal. We’re going to be see- 
ing blitz looks that we haven’t seen 
before and have no plan for.’” 

Brady faced blitzes Monday 
night from the Dolphins, yet passed 
for the fifth-most yards ever in an 
NFL game. Newton also withstood 
Arizona Cardinals — who face the 
Redskins on Sunday — blitzes Sun- 
day as he passed for 422 yards. 


the most ever by a rookie in a sea- 
son opener. 

Both passing displays were part 
of a weekend when offenses large- 
ly did as they pleased and defens- 
es mostly had no answers. 

With Henne throwing for 416 
yards, the Dolphins and Patri- 
ots combined for 1,110 yards of 
total offense Monday night, the 
second-most ever and the most 
in an NFL game in 61 years. 
In the game, Brady and Patriots 
wide receiver Wes Welker teamed 
to match the league record for the 
longest play from scrimmage with 


a 99 -yard touchdown. 

Hasselbeck theorized that after 
missing so much practice time in 
the offseason, offensive coaches 
have streamlined their approach- 
es and are sticking to the things 
their teams do best. 

Of course, rules changes over 
the past eight years restricting 
defenders has made the NFL a pri- 
marily passing league. 

“There’s a reason people are 
throwing the ball so much,” Has- 
selbeck said. “It’s just kind of

Union president Derek Fisher of 
the Lakers said he will tell players 
that “the way it looks right now we 
may not start on time.”

sooner rather than later.” 

The two sides had initially 
planned to meet again on Wednes- 
day. After three meetings among 
small groups in the last two 
weeks, full bargaining committees 
returned to the table Tuesday. 

The hope was that would move 


the process forward, but Hunter 
said owners are still holding to their 
desire for changes to the salary cap 
structure. A hard cap remains “high- 
ly untenable” to players, he said. 

Training camps are scheduled 
to open Oct. 3 and the regular sea- 
son’s opening night is scheduled 
for Nov. 1.

When American Vogue 
editor-in-chief Anna Wintour 
visited China for the first time 
in late 2010 she was blown 
away by the energy, creativity 
and entrepreneurial spirit. 
Wintour, regularly described 
as the most powerful 
individual in the fashion world, 
wasted no time in dispatching 
Vogue’s top photographer, 
Mario Testino, to Beijing and 
Shanghai, in a bid to try and 
capture the China Zeitgeist. 
The results can be seen in 
the latest issue of American 
Vogue, which devotes a large 
section to stunning images of 
key people in China’s fashion, 
music and art scenes, along 
with supermodel Karlie Kloss. 

Says Wintour in her editor’s 
letter: “When I returned home, 
I knew that this country that 
I’d found so entrancing — I’d 
never been anywhere that 
restless and ceaseless in its 
pursuit of the new — could act 
as a powerful and compelling 
backdrop for a September 
fashion story.” 

Throughout a long career 
in the fashion world, which 
began when British-born 
Wintour left school at 16, 
the style guru has become 
renowned for being able to 
spot the latest trends, staying 
a high-heeled step ahead of 
industry rivals. 

Wintour is not easily 
impressed, or moved, and is 
usually pictured at fashion 
shows with a deadpan 
expression, eyes hidden behind 
huge sunglasses, but she was 
clearly astonished to see how 
China has become a major 
player in the fashion world. 

The management 

consultancy McKinsey has 
predicted that the luxury 
business could be worth 
$27 billion annually within 
four years, almost triple the 
current estimated figure. 


“Everywhere you go there 
is this great drum roll that 
started five years ago of, ‘What 
do you think about China?”’ 
said Wintour, explaining her 
decision to visit the country 
and devote a major magazine 
spread to its fast-growing 
fashion industry. 

“I think in a way American 
brands are a bit behind 
coming to China compared 
to the European brands and I 
wanted to encourage them all 
to visit and open stores here. 
It is hard for me to give advice 
to the designers back home if 
I haven’t seen it for myself. 

“I spoke to people in 
China about the possibility 
of encouraging the right 
Chinese designers to possibly 
come and represent their 
clothes in the United States, 
or Europe. I think there is a 
lack of knowledge of what 
people are all doing in China 
at the moment. 

“We have the access and the 
authority that is completely 
unlike any other magazine. A 
designer, or brand, will come 
to us first with a question or if 
they have a position they want 
filled, or whether they should 
be expanding their brand to 
China or they want a model 
for their campaign.” 

No false modesty there, 
understandably so given that 
the magazine, and its iconic 
boss, are so powerful within 
the industry, a fact that the 
general public became aware 
of through the film The Devil 
Wears Prada. Based on a book 
written by a disaffected former 
Vogue staffer, it depicts an 
aloof and domineering fashion 
magazine editor. 

There was no trace of that 
prima donna attitude during 
the real-life fashion queen’s 
debut Beijing visit, where she 
was accompanied by just two 
staff members, who each had 


their own duties to carry out 
rather than tend to the boss’ 
needs. But, during a question 
and-answer session with 
young Beijing fashion students, 
Wintour’s frosty responses to 
muddled questions made it 
clear that fools are not usually 
suffered gladly. 

Wintour, 61, also displayed 
flashes of dry humor when 
asked — for the umpteenth 
time, no doubt — if The 
Devil Wears Prada, where 
Meryl Streep plays the lead 
character, istruetolife.“l found 
the movie highly entertaining 
and it’s true, of course, that 
I beat all my assistants, lock 
them in a cupboard and don’t 
pay them!” 

More seriously, the grand 
dame of fashion provided 


thoughtful and astute musings 
on the future of the industry in 
general and China’s future role. 

“It used to be that young 
fashion came from London 
but that has totally changed. 
I think New York has become 
a true leader in every sense in 
terms of fashion and shows 
and professionalism,” she said. 

“China is a great 
manufacturing country and 


people are proud of what this 
country has achieved, but 
I think it is also important 
to change the view of what 
‘made in China’ means. It also 
has to stand for design talent 
and quality and innovation.” 

A number of overseas 
Chinese designers have had a 
career boost from gaining the 
much-sought-after blessing of 
Wintour, most notably Taiwan- 


born Jason Wu, who designed 
the inauguration ball gown for 
American First Lady Michelle 
Obama, and New York-based 
Phillip Lim, Alexander Wang 
and Derek Lam. 

“lam not always right but the 
important thing is always to be 
honest — designers have a lot 
of press and friends rushing 
back stage to tell them they 
are wonderful. That is nice to 
hear but it is not always the 
most constructive way to try 
and develop a business. 

“I think it is best to tell 
the truth but it is also not 
constructive to completely 
knock somebody, so we 
try and explain what might 
be changed or what the 
collection is lacking. 

“I always say to young 


students that you have to 
get out and about, fashion 
reflects the culture; a great 
photograph can tell you just 
as much as what is going on 
in the world as any headline or 
television report that you may 
see. Go to the galleries, read 
books, travel, all of that will 
come back to reward you.” 

Wintour acted on her own 
advice while in China, visiting 
the major galleries and stores, 
meeting all the movers and 
shakers in the fashion and 
art world and having intimate 
dinners with a select few. 
The editor is, famously, an 
early riser, often fitting in a 
pre-breakfast game of tennis 
before a day of back-to-back 
appointments 

That hard-working approach

In Remembrance 

It’s rare to see titans of industry 
gather to acknowledge sonnething 
other than their own projects. But 
last Sunday, Sept. 11th, I witnessed 
a council of fashion's elders share a 
tender and selfless nnonnent. 

At Diane von Furstenberg's spring 
2012 show, aptly nanned “Begin- 
nings," Oscar de la 
Renta and Valentino 
Garavani, both 79 and 
founders of epony- 
mous fashion houses, 
sat near each other in 
the front row.

syndication markets on Monday. 

Daytime Anderson wishes to 
somehow merge the best of Action 
Anderson (who is keeping his night 
job on CNN) and Adorable Ander- 
son into a superior Anderson that 
can fill some of the highly coveted 
space vacated when Oprah Winfrey 
ended her talk show in the spring 
after 25 seasons. (Washington’s 
WJLA is one of the few stations that 
put “Anderson” where Oprah was, 
weekdays at 4 p.m.) 

Daytime Anderson will more 
often than not be called on to share 
more of his personal perspective 
than he’s been comfortable with. 
Which, when it comes to the pros- 
pect of watching “Anderson” day 
after day, leads to a personal ques- 
tion he has declined to answer 
many times about his sexual ori- 
entation. Cooper has said that he 
decided long ago to keep his private 
life private, a lesson learned watch- 
ing his famous mother, Gloria Van- 
derbilt, endure press scrutiny. Also, 
he doesn’t want it to get in the way 
of journalistic objectivity. 

Fair enough, but that’s not what 
viewers want in an afternoon talk- 
show host.

NIH is studying a novel medication for rapid 
antidepressant response and its effect on 
memory & attention using neuroimaging. 


NIH researchers seek currently depressed persons ages 18-55 to 
enroll in research studies evaluating how an FDA-approved drug, 
Scopolamine (for motion sickness) versus placebo can help with 
depression. In one study, the drug is given intravenously over 
7-sessions (inpatient or outpatient), in the other the drug is given 
by patch over 12 sessions (outpatient). Participants must not be 
taking medications for three weeks prior to starting the study. 

The studies are conducted at the NIH Clinical Center in Bethesda, 
Maryland, and may include brain imaging and attention and memory 
tasks to help understand the role of some brain chemicals in depression.
